One of several 
reasons is the Federal Road 
Building Program which js ret. 
ting under way. This, Fick 
pointed out, means a great po- 
tential in sales of various types 
cf trailer equipment used by 
the road-building industry,” 

Trucking Favorable 

“As this program progresses,” 
said’ Fick, “It means better 
highways, resulting in more fa- 
vorable operating costs for the 
trucking industry, resulting in 
increased prosperity for the 
trucking industry and inecreas- 
ed ability to buy trailers.” 


- Studded talk 


‘According to authorities on 
the subject of national econo- 
my,” Mr, Fick continued, “An 
increase in industrial activity 
of at least 9 per cent this year 
over 1958 is predicted, The 
trucking industry is so closely 
tied-in to general business con- 
ditions, that this one factor in 
itself should mean an increase 
in trailer sales,” 

In 1958, said Fick, the trailer 
industry as a whole took a 
shellacking. Sales were 19 per 
cent below 1957 figures. While 
the rest of the trailer manu- 
facturers were singing the 


blues—when the trailer indus- 
try was off 19 per cent—por- 
Sey’s sales increased 14 per 
cent. “It doesn’t take much 


mathematical manipulation to 
interpret that as being equiva- 
lent to a 33 and 1-3 per cent 
for Dorsey,” Fick pointed out 
“Yet in 1958, we only introduce 
ed two new lines of trail

Flowers in a garden ave usually planned with two pur- 
poses in view, First, to make a pleasing design which will 
form an outdoor pictorial composition; second, to have 
flowers for cutting and so enable some of the beauty and 
fragrance to be brought indoors. It is possible to satisfy 


both aims at the same time. 
Even the smallest garden can 
be immensely improved by 
planning its area with due re- 
gard to the house and outside 
surroundings. The architectural 
lines of the building, being fixed, 
may then be the basis of the de- 
sign, to be projected into the lay- 
out of plots and borders. If the 
garden is large enough, the lines 
should soften into greater free.’ 
dom further out from the house, 
Considerations in the choice of 
flowers will include plant height, 
time and duration of blooming, 
so that there are always flowers 
of some sort throughout the sea- 
son. Other guides are fragrance, 
+ personal preference, soil condi- 
tions and the proportion of sun- 


shine or shade. 


In general, flowers should be 


grown in clumps rather th 


straight rows, with the stronger 
colors in the smaller sized plants. 
Red blossoms show brighter if

Green is, 
of course, the general back- 
ground, 

The familiar flowers of the 
garden fall into three classes: 
annuals, which complete their 
life cycle trom seed to seed in a 
single season; biennials, which 
bloom in the second summer; and 
perennials, which continue for 
many years though some of 
them, such as Sweet William, 
will die after a few seasons un- 
less lifted, divided and re- 
planted.
